Church ‘Stolen By 


members of the Holiness church of 
God in Christ are looking for the 


at least 20 persons were killed and 


Interest Cut On 
Municipal Debt 


Aim Of New Bill 


Setting the limit of interest payable by any munici- 
pality in Alberta on its municipal debt at three per cent 
per annum, the Municipal Securities Act, introduced into 
the legislature by Hon. W. A. Fallow on Monday, although 
not printed at that time, has now been made public. 


The bill, introduced at the request of Mayor J. A. 
Clarke, K.C., of Edmonton will result in a huge saving 
to every city, town and village in Alberta. It will come 
into effect on passing, and interest at the new rate will 
be effective from September 1, 1936. 


The bill, which is a brief one, reads as follows: 


1. “Municipality” means any city, town, village, 


municipal district and school district. 


2. “Security” means any bond or debenture issued 
for the purpose of securing the repayment of any monies 
borrowed by a municipality under the provisions of any 
Act of the Province. 


3. From and after the day upon which this Act 
comes into force the interest payable in respect of any 
security given by a municipality shall not exceed 3 per 
cent per annum. 


4. Notwithstanding any of the terms of any munici- 
pal security heretofore issued, the amount of interest 
payable thereon shall on, from and after the first day of 
September, 1936, be paid at a rate not in excess of 3 per 
cent per annum. 


5. No judgment shall be given in any action or other 
proceeding in any court on account of any interest pay- 
able in respect of any security of a municipality for an 
amount computed at any rate which is in excess of the rates 
hereinbefore fixed as the maximum rate payable in respect 
of such security. 


6. This Act shall come into force on the day on which 
it is assented to.

“Debt” means any sum in the nature of a liqui- 
dated demand for the payment of which any 
person is liable by virtue of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant or stipulation, whether in writ- 
ing or oral, and whether express or implied, but 
does not include any debt due to the Crown in 
the right of Canada or any debt due to the 
Crown ir the right of the Province or any debt 
due to the Canadian Farm Loan Board or any 
debt due to the Soldier Settlement Board or 
any other kind or description of debt which is 
declared by the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
to be a debt to which this Act does not apply; 
“Debt Adjustment Board” means the Debt Ad- 
justment Board constituted pursuant The 
Debt Adjustment Act, 1936; and 

“Old Debt” means any debt the whole of the 
consideration for which arose before the first 
day of July, 1932, and includes any debt of any 
person under any guarantee for the payment of 
any oid debt whether the guarantee was given 
prior to the first day of July, 1932, or at any 
time thereafter.

annum, whichever rate is the less, less all sums paid on 
account of the debt whether in respect of principal or in- 
terest since the time when the debt was originally created, 

5. In case any judgment has been entered in any court 
in any action for the recovery of any cid debt which has 
not been satisfied at the time when this Act comes into 
force, the amount payable under such judgment shall be 
the amount of the old debt to the extent that the same is 
recoverable pursuant to section 3 hereof together with the 
costs of judgment.

CONTINUED FROM PAGE ONE 

old debt shall be payable by ten annual instalments on the 
fifteenth day of November in the year 1936 and in each 
ensuing year in the following amounts, namely: the amount 
of the first, second and third instalments shall be five per 
centum of the amount recoverable; the amount of the 
fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh instalments shall be ten 
per centum of the amount recoverable; the amount of the 
eighth, ninth and tenth instalments shall be fifteen per 
centum of the amount recoverable. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection (1) hereof the person 
liable for the payment of any such old debt shall be entitled 
to pay the same either wholly or in part at any time before 
the days prescribed by this Act as the days upon which 
the instalments thereof are to become due and payable and 
the person entitled to payment shall accept any such pay- 
ment. 

8.—(1) From and after the coming into force of this 
Act no action of any kind shall be maintainable and no 
proceeding by way of distress or seizure for the recovery 
of any debt shall be taken nor shall any such action or 
proceeding be continued unless the person liable for the 
payment thereof has not made due payment of the instal- 
ments prescribed by sectioi. 7, and a permit has been issued 
pursuant to this Act authorizing the taking of such action 
or proceeding. 

(2) For the purposes of this section “proceeding” in- 
cludes the exercise of any right to seize or take possession 
of any crop created by any crop lease given in respect of 
any old debt or by virtue of any attornment by a debtor to 
a creditor in respect of any old debt. 

.—(1) In case any instalment of an old debt is not 
paid on the day fixed by this Act for the payment thereof 
the person entitled to enforce payment of the old debt 
may apply to The Debt Adjustment Board for a permit to 
take such action or other proceedings as he may be en- 
titled to take. 

(2) If after due inquiry the Board is satisfied that the 
non-payment of the instalment was due to circumstances 
over which the debtor has no contro] such as drought, 
hail, frost or any other act of nature or due to the fact 
that the debtor was unable to make the payment because 
of his inability to obtain payment of debts due to him from 
others by reason of the existence of any similar circum- 
stances, the Board shall not issue the permit applied for. 

(3) Upon the refusal of any application for a permit 
pursuant to subsection (2), the time for payment of the 
instalment in respect of which the application is made, 
shall be the fifteenth day of November of the year follow- 
ing the year in which the application is made; the time of 
payment for every subsequent instalment shall be post- 
poned by the same number of years as the number of 
years of the postponement for the time for payment of the 
instalment in respect of which the application is made; 
and in case an application is made for a permit in respect 
of more than one instalment the earliest of such instal- 
ments shall for the purposes of this subsection be deemed 
to be the first of such instalments. 

(4) This section shall not apply when the debtor is a 
person against whom a writ of attachment may be issued 
pursuant to the rules of court relating to absconding 
debtors. 

10. The period during which proceedings by a 
creditor are prohibited under this Act shall not be included 
in the time within which an action or other proceeding is 
to be commenced under The Limitation of Actions Act, 
1935, or under any other statute or law for the time being 
in force in the Province limiting or prescribing the time 
within which actions or proceedings are to be commenced; 
and any party to an action or other proceeding which has 
been prohibited by this Act shal! have the same time for 
continuing such action or procesding after the expiry of 
the said period as he would have had if the action or pro- 
ceeding had not been prohibited, and shall not be preju- 
diced by reason of the delay. 

(2) For the purpose of this section the proceedings 
mentioned and described in section 8 of this Act shall, 
whether or not such creditor has applied or hereafter 
applies to the Board for the issue of a permit pursuant to 
the said section, be deemed to have been prohibited so long 


+ as this Act remains in force, subject to the provisions con- 


tained in subsection (3). 

(3) Upon the issue of the permit or written authority 
of the Board, the period subsequent to the issue thereof 
shall be included in the time within which the action or 
other proceeding affected thereby is to be commenced 
under The Limitation of Actions Act, 1935, or under any 
other statute or law for the time being in force in the 
Province limiting or prescribing the time within which 
actions or proceedings are to be commenced. 

11. The Lieutenant Governor in Council may from 
time to time declare that any kind or description of debt is 
a debt to which this Act does not apply and every such 
order shall take effect upon the publication in The Alberta 
Gazette either upon publication or upon any later date 
thereby fixed for the purpose, and upon such publication 
shall have the same force and effect as if it had been en- 
acted as a part of this Act. 

12. The provisions of The Debt Adjustment Act, 1936, 
as to any matters of procedure in relation to the issuance 
of permits shall, mutatis mutandis, apply to the issuance of 
permits under this Act. 

13. This Act and The Debt Adjustment Act, 1936, 
shall be read and construed together, and in the case of 
any conflict between any of the provisions of this Act and 
any of the provisions of The Debt Adjustment Act, 1936, 
the provisions of this Act shall prevail. 

14. The provisions of this Act shall not be so con- 
strued as to authorize the doing of any act or thing which 
is not within the legislative competence of the Legislative 
Assembly 


15. This Act shall come into force on the day upon 
which it is assented to,

| Treatment Of Hay Fever 


By DOCTOR FRANK MeCOY 

Much foolish advice is given to the sufferer 
from hay fever, but recovery is really very easy 
to bring about and depends entirely upon diet- 
The person who has a tendency 
to this disorder must first cleanse the blood 
stream by a short fast of a few days, during 
which time he avoids his or- 
dinary food. 

The plain water fast is of- 
ten advisable and the ‘pati- 
ent is told to drink an abund- 
ance of distilled water. It 
is important to take at least 
one plain warm water en- 
ema each day while on the 
water fast. The congestion in 
the mucotus membrane of the 
nose will be partially reliev- 
ed if the patient stimulates 
the skin elimination by using two sponge or 
shower baths daily, following the bath with a 
vigorous rub-down with a rough towel. This 
treatment will speed up the activity of the mil-

Celery, spinach, small string beans, asparagus, 
summer squash, cucumber, eggplant, beet tops, 
turnip tops, small beets, small carrots, small 
turnips, pumpkin, okra, and zucchini 

Dinner—Choice of cooked and raw vege- 
tables as at lunch: and in addition one-quarter 
pound of lean beef, chicken, turkey, fresh fish, 
rabbit or mutton 

These rules are 
you may expect good results in every case of 
hay fever wheré there is not present a mechan- 
ical obstruction of the nasal passages.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: K. D. H. asks: “Does bran con- 
tain v much starch in comparison with 
wholewheat? We are using a muffin recipe, 


using one-half bran and one-half wholewheat, 
in an attempt to cut down the starch content.” 

ANSWER: Bran contains very little starch 
in comparison with wholewheat or white flour. 
You will have difficulty in making muffins out 
of whoiewheat flour and bran mixed half and 
half unless you use a large amount of shorten- 
ing as the muffins will crumble easily.
